From. thence, they ſaid, that the Eagle was 
carried to the Cretans, ſince called — — 
from them to the Trojans, thence to the Latins, 
to whom it was brought by  Eneas, and, in 
ſhort, from the Latin to the Etrurians, whoſe 
Example was followed by the Romans. They 
did not immediately reject the uſe of their 
former Enſigns; but *tis thought that Caius 
Marius, in the War he waged. fo ſucceſsfully 
againſt the Cimbrians, obliged his 1 
to leave all their private Enſigns in the 1 „5 
and only carry to the Battle the Eagle, 9 | 
was made of Silver, that it might give the 
greater Luſtre, and be more eaſily diſcerned by 
the Soldiers. Each Legion had one; but the 
were diſtinguiſh'd from each other by different 
Ornaments, to denote the Order and Rank of 
the Legions, and teach them to know their 
own with more Eaſe.

5 been 
Known that the Roman Senate and People, 
who had the Right to appoint the Emperors 
and Generals of the Armies, ever refusd to 
confirm, or confent to thoſe whom the Legions 
elected on extraordinary Occaſions : Such was 
the Reſpect they preſerv d for the Eagles. 
W here, with a good deal of Reaſon, uſe 
the Title . the Word then ſignify d no 
more than General of an Army, and only con- 
ferr'd an abſolute Command and Authority o- 
ver the Troops; although ' afterwards it: was: 
the Appellation given to the Sovereigns' of 
Rome, and Provinces ſubject to the Empire. 
Tov its Territories, whilſt a Common- 
wealth, were prodigiouſſy. enlafged, and the 
Republick thereby raiſed to ſuch 'a Pitch of 
Grandeur, as to become formidable to the 
whole World under the Conſular Government; 
yet ſuch Confuſion enſued, that ſeveral of the 
hiefs of Parties entertained . Thoughts of 
taking the Advantage, and ſeizing the Sovereign 
Power; and Attempts were accordingly made. 
But Fortune at laſt declared for Julius Ceſar, 
who, having triumph'd over the Gauls, Britain, 
Spain, and Part of Germany, defeated Pompey, an 
Aſſertor ef the Liberty of his Country, gain- 
ed of him the famous Battle of Phar ſalia 
and, having no more Competitors that could 
difpute the Empire with him, became Sove- 
reign Prince, and enjoy'd it peaceably four 
Years, under the Title of PRERPERETUAU Dic- 
TATOR, whereunto they added that of Exp E- 
ROR, Which was retain'd by his Succeſſors 
with the Empire, and all the Marks of So-

its inſeparable Companion: Inſomuch that, as 
their Lives were lewd and barbarous, fo their 
Deaths were miſerable, ſome being killd by 
their Soldiers, their Guards or Domeſticks, and 
others laying violent Hands upon | them» 
ſelves.

A. D. cs. FromM the Death of Auguſtus they reckon 
thirty nine Heathen Emperors, who reigned 
but two hundred ninety two Years, to the time 
of Conflantine, ſirnamed the Great, who ſuc- 
ceeded his Father Conſtantius Chlorus, and was 
elected in the Year 306. He was the firſt. 
| Chriſtian Emperor; and he embraced the Chri- 
ſtian Religion on a very remarkable Account ; 
Being on full March to fight the Tyrant M 
xentius, he ſaw, at Noon-day, the Sign of 
Croſs in the Heavens, around which, in th 
Greek Language, were theſe Words : Under this 
Banner thou Halt overcome. This Prodigy cre» 
ated an equal Aftoniſhment in him, and his 
whole Army, who ſaw it, not at firſt under-

\ flantine the Younger, and his Mother 


Trene, and devoly'd upon the Perſon of Charle- 


magne. The Valour and prudent Conduct of 


this Prince obſcured and obliterated their Me- 
mory in ſuch a manner, that, in a little time, 


they were hardly known; and as, on the one 


hand, his Reign was but a continued Series'of 


ViRories and Conqueſts; ſo, on the other, the 


Reigns of thoſe Emperors were but a Chain'of 


Loſſes and Misfortunes. Whilſt they were 


thus hurrying on to their utter Ruin, let us 
ſee by what Means Charles recovered the 
Empire of the Weſt, and to what a pitch of 
Grandeur he carry'd it, till he had it declar- 
ed the only Roman Empire. But, in order to 
ſet in a clear Light what promoted this great 
Eftabliſhment, and to illuſtrate this Prance's 
Virtue, his Zeal for Religion, his heroick A- 
Eons, and all the other extraordinary Quali- 
ties that were conſpicuous in his Perſon, I ſhall 
be _— to enter into a Detail of his whole 
Life .

Provinces, &c. with theſe Titles, were granted 
to ſome Noblemen for their Lives, to others 
for ever in their Families from Male Heir to 
Male Heir, or otherwiſe, on Condition of de- 
fending the Country, and of holding them by 
Fealty and Homage to the Sovereign.

Incurſions and Ravages in Franconia more ob- 
ſtinately than ever.

ble him to overcome this fierce Nation, than 


they had Obſtinacy to reſiſt him. In fine, af-

Gop; inſtead of whom they adored the Sta- 
tue of Mars, which was erected upon a Pil- 
lar, adorned with Flowers, as their Deity. 


This Statue had in its Right Hand a Banner, 


whereon a Roſe was painted, and in the Left a 


pair of Scales; and its Breaſt cover'd with a 


Bear's Skin, with an Eſcutcheon, whereon a 
Lion was repreſented; this Idol was placd be- 
fore the Caſtle of Heersbourgh, ſo fortified by 
the Saxons, that they thou ght it impregnable. 
They took Refuge there as in an Aſylum, where 
they expected to find both Saſety and Happi- 
neſs. They called the Sanctuary by the Ger- 
man Name, Federmanſbeil, or, by an Abbrevia- 
tion, Femanſheil, or Hermanſeil. The ſecond

the Government of that Province to Counts 
whom he had eſtabliſned there; which done, 
he return'd into Germany the ſame Year ſeven 
hundred ſeventy ſix. 4 
ITE Count Ibinalarabi, Governor of ſeve- 
ral Provinces and Places in Spain for the Sara- 
cens, came to Paderborn in Weſlphalia, with a 
reat Number of Noblemen his Friends, of- 
Sting Charles the Places under his Govern- 
ment, together with the ſure Means to reduce 
others in the Power of the Mahometans. Charles 
accepted the Offer, and levied in the Begin» 
ning of the Year 778 a great Body of Forces, 
which he divided into two Bodies.

But Charles, being fully inform'd of his 
Defigns and Practices, was ſo much incenſed, 
that he would not defer taking the Field with 
his Army one Moment, but march'd without 
ſtopping to the River Lech, which ſeparates Ba- 
varia from Suabia, formerly call'd Almania, 
whence comes the Word Allemane,whichin the old 
Frank Tongue * any Man, whereby the 
Germans meant that all ſorts of Men were wel- 
come amongſt them, He incamp'd then along 
this River, and ſent his Ambaſſadors into Ba- 
varia, not ſo much to ſound Tafilon's Inten- 
tions, which he knew were very contrary to his 
Duty, as to difcover the Sentiments of his 
chief Miniſters, and the People, in this 
| | Juncture 
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g 1 33 of Affairs. This Conduct, the Pru- 
1 u ence whereof was ſupported with a great Cou- 
ns 1 frage, brought Taſſilon to himſelf. As he was 
| | better acquainted than any other with the 
State of Affairs, and knew that if he perſiſted 
obſtinately in his Rebellion, he ſhould expoſe 
this Province to the Diſcretion of the Emperor's 
Army, he chang'd his Mind, and reſolv'd to ſub- 
mit to the Ambaſſadors Demands. And as they 
told him that there was no other Way but to 
throw himſelf at Charles's Feet, ask Pardon for 
his Infidelity, and give him Hoſtages, amongſt 
which his Son Theodon muſt be one; the 
Duke ſubmitted to theſe Conditions, being in- 
capable of doing better, and went to Charles, ac- 
company'd by the chief Men of his Country; 
but being accuſed of Rebellion, by thoſe very 
Perſons that attended him, was deprived ' of 
the Government of Bavaria, and alſo im- 
ach'd in a Diet call'd for that Purpoſe at 
ngelbetm, where he was condemn'd to loſe his 
Head for high Treaſon, and Rebellion, whereof 
he was attainted and convicted. However, when 
they were going to proceed to the Execution of 
that Sentence, Charles, following the Dictates of 
his natural Clemency, gave him his Life, and 
by a peculiar Favour fatisfy'd himſelf with con- 
fining the Criminal and his Son in a Mo- 
naftery call'd Carta upon the Rhine, in the Pa- 
latinate, where they both dy'd.

They had at the ſame time in 
y95. Charge to preſent him with St. Peter's Keys and 
the. City Standard, with order to defire him 
to ſend ſome Perſon to receive the Oath of 
Allegiance from the Roman People in his Name; 
which is a ſufficient Proof that Charlemagne, in 
Quality of Patrician, was Sovereign of the 
79%. City of Rome. Hereupon ſome time after he

liged the Romans, who, on the other hand, 


could hope no longer for any Aſſiſtance from 


the Greek Emperors, to demand him for their 
Sovereign. In ſhort, Charles going on Chriſtmas 
Day to St. Peter's Church to Prayers, the Clergy, 
Nobility, and Peaple, whilſt he was employ'd 
in his Devotions, ſollicited the Pope ſo ſtrenu- 
ouſly to crown him, that he was forced to com- 
ply that Inſtant. He had no ſooner ſet the 

mperial Crown on his Head, than they all 
with one Accord cryd out thrice, All Victory, 
with a long and happy Life to Charles Auguſtus, 
great and peaceable Emperor of the Romans, 
crowned by Gop. Then the Pope; having a- 
nointed him with the ſacred Oils, adored him 
according to the ancient Cuſtom, that is, he

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faluted and acknowledged him as his Soverei 
and then expoſed his Picture in publick, t 
all the Romans might Jay him the ſame Obe- 
dience.

This is a Proof that he did not confer 
the Empire on him, but only perform'd the 
Ceremony of his Inauguration. Upon what 
Grounds then can they eſtabliſh the Right

HEN RV being thus delivered from his Rival, 
left no Stone unturn'd to diſperſe entirely the 
Party of the confederate Rebels; which he 
effected in ſome Meaſure; and, having ſettled 
the Affairs of Germany in as good Order as 
poſſible, prepared for the Expedition he had 
promiſed to make into Italy, to eſtabliſh Cle- 
1081. ment in St. Peter's See. He fet ont thither in 
the beginning of the Year 1081, attended by Cle- 
ment, and march'd up to the Gates of Rome 
without meeting any Reſiſtance; but he found 
more Difficulty 1n entering the City, for he was 
forced to attack it in Form, and the Siege laſted 
above two Years and a half. However, at laſt 
he gain'd his End in Lent, 1084, and as he took 
1064. It by Storm, twas not without great Difficulty 

he ſaved it from Plunder; nevertheleſs he did 
ſecure it, in Conſideration of a Sum cf Money 

which the People offered, wherewith he oblig'd

done, Clement, by way, of Retaliation, crown'd 
and anointed the Emperor the Eaſter-Day follow- 
ing, in the Preſence, and with the Applauſe, of 
the Roman Senate and People, who took an 
Oath of Allegiance to him. | 

IN the mean Time, they ſtill continued their 
Attacks upon the Caſtle of St. Angelo; but ſome

SoME Days after the breaking up of this 
Aſſembly, they receiv'd News that Pope Gregory 
died at Salerno the twenty fourth of May; an 
that, without making any Mention of Clement 
III, they would have rais'd Cardinal Didier, 
Abbot of Mount Caſin, who was then at Rome, to 
the holy See; but that he was fled to his Abbey, 
which occaſion'd the deferring his Election to 
the VWitſunday following, 1086. In the mean 
whale, the Emperor, being inform'd that Herman, 
tho! depos d, us'd his utmoſt Efforts to main- 
tain himſelf in his aſſumed Title, purſued, and 
obliged him to forſake all, and ſeek Refuge in

WRAIIS IT the Emperor was thus employ'd 

in getting rid of his two Competitors, his other 

Enemies did not fail to create him new Diſturb- 


ances in Italy, and took care that the Popes, who 


had ſucceeded Gregory VII, ſhould nouriſh the 
ſame Hatred againſt him. Their Negotiations 


were of no great Conſequence to the Emperor 
during the Pontificate of Victor III, who had 8

ONE cannot too much admire the ſurprizing 
Effects of Go p's Providence in this Prince, who 
ſeems to have been reſerv'd for a Leſſon to 
Sovereigns. For, beſides an infinite Number of 
Dangers he had undergone in War, his Ene-

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©  HanzY mies at Rome in 1084, after the depoſing"of 
w/o wv Gregory VII, had recourſe to all manner of 
SZStratagems to deprive him of Life.
